Tl.:e hells of the churches rang, but 
no cannon thundered as aforetime, anil 
there was no illumination, though some 
individuals illuminated their palaces, 
l ’erugia w as in delight. 
The i*oi*e\s term has been unusually 
active, as might he suppoeanl from the 
diminution of his temporal or prince 
powers.
